wounded 299. Another 51 are 
missing 
and presumed 
cap- 


tured, and several hundred of 
the government troops deployed 
to protect the pacification teams 
have been killed. 


In all of 1966 there were only 


25 attacks against a pacification 
program, now generally regard- 
ed to have been over^mbltlous 
and ineffectual. 


The scaled-down, more ag- 


gressive program launched this 
year appeared to be catching 
on. Captured Communist docu- 
ments made clear that Revolu- 
tionary Development teams, as 
the pacification forces are now 
known, were No. 1 targets. 


American sources say it is too 


early to talk of a crisis In the 
program, but they report con- 
cern over the situation. Some 
U.S. officials fear that continued 
high casualties to team mem- 
bers could destroy the esprit de 
corps that has been built up and 
ultimately wreck the program. 


All pacification programs dur- 


ing the past eight years failed, 
primarily due to poor planning 
and military reverses. Should 
the latest plan fall with some 
440,00 American troops in the 
country, the effect in Vietnam 
and on Washington could be se- 
rious.

available. 


Ass't U.S. Atty. Dick Urdan, 


chief of the criminal division in 
San Francisco, telephoned word 
to Los Angeles that the reversal 
appeared based on the conten- 
tion that the defendants were 
not given rights required by fed- 
eral law in capital cases. 


Urdan said there was no con-

on 
the government's 


part that the Sinatra kidnaping 
was a capital case because Si- 
natra, 19 at the time, was not 
harmed.

Drafting 
committees were 


authorized by unanimous vote to 
begin work immediately and to 
report results a year hence. But 
expectations were that it would 
take longer to finish the job.

lution setting up the machinery 
for structure mapping as rec- 
ommended

The consultation, in the past 


five years, reached agreements 
on worship, doctrine, ministry 
and sacraments in a united 
church. Only the organizational 
pattern still is to be worked out. 


Differences over jurisdictional 


forms, the function of bishops, 
the extent of congregational au- 
tonomy and related issues have 
made the operating system a 
major hurdle. 


In directing the preparation of 


an organizational plan, the con- 
sultation specified that it should 
include provisions for mutual 
acceptance of memberships and 
ordained clergy among the unit- 
ing churches. 


It also should provide for a 


"provisional council" on a na- 
tional and regional basis to 
coordinate activities during an 
interim period of gradual inte- 
gration before a constitution is 
adopted. 


Episcopal Bishop Stephen F. 


Bayne of New York said the 
council would be the "chrysalis 
and prototype" through which 
tw details of a united structure 
would take shape as conditions 
warranted.

Q—Our daughter, 10, has perimental. 


psoriasis. Is it contagious in 
the oozing stage? 


A—The lesions of psoriasis 


rarely ooze except in the early 
acute stage unless, of course, 
the scales are forcibly re- 
moved. In this case, the raw 
surface may bleed or become 
secondarily infected. In any 
event, the psoriasis itself is 
not contagious. 


Q—Has any new treatment 


for psoriasis been discovered? 


A—Triamcinolone, one of 


the cortisonelike drugs, has 
given excellent r e s u l t s in 
some victims. The chief diffi- 
culty is that psoriasis is a 
chronic disease and prolong- 
ed use of this drug causes 
undesirable 
side 
e f f e c t s . 


These can be largely avoided 
by taking the drug, which is 
available only on a doctor's 
prescription, three weeks out 
of every four. 


Another drug, methotrex- 


ate, has produced prolonged 
remissions in about 75 per 
cent of the patients on whom 
it has been used. These pa- 
tients were, however, care- 
fully selected because use of 
this powerful drug is advised 
only when the psoriasis 
is 


severe and fails to respond to 
other remedies. It may cause 
vomiting, diarrhea and sore- 
ness of the mouth unless the 
dosage is carefully adjusted. 


Q—Is psoriasis inherited? 


Will it cause swelling of the 
glands? Will it cause any ill 
effect to one's health? 


A—Although some authori- 


ties have believed psoriasis 
to be hereditary, this has 
never been proved. The cause 
is unknown. There is no as- 
sociated swelling of the lymph 
nodes unless the lesions be- 
come infected. The disease is 
never fatal but it may involve 
the joints (psoriatic arthritis). 


Q—Please explain the rela- 


tionship 
between disoxyrib- 


oncleic acid (DNA) and rib- 
onucleic a c i d 
(RNA) and 


memory. 


A—After experiments on 


worms and other lower ani- 
mals suggested that RNA in 
the brain cells was responsi- 
ble for memory, Dr. D. E. 
Cameron of McGill University 
in Montreal tried both RNA
